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Writers, poets, playwrights, musicians, actors, artists, 
sculptors, dancers — all these and more create the sub- 
stance of what we call the arts. 


The arts is not simply an art gallery here, ora little 
theatre company there. It is people. People involved. 
People caring. People creating. The arts is about every- 
body, for everybody. 


In the last few years, interest in the arts has grown so 
that today more people go to museums, art galleries, 
concerts, dance performances, craft shows and theatre 
than ever before. 


The Ministry of Culture and Recreation, through its 
Arts Services Branch encourages people to get in- 
volved with al! arts activities at the community, regional 
and provincial levels. 


Arts Education 


Supporting young talent is an important concern of the 
Arts Services Branch. It works with the Ontario Arts 
Council and the Ministries of Education, and Colleges 
and Universities to assist arts-training schools with part 
of their operating costs. Two such schools are the 
National Ballet School and the National Theatre School. 


Arts Service Organizations 


Thirty non-profit arts service organizations of provin- 
cial and national scope are supported by the Arts Ser- 
vices Branch. It funds them and consults on financial 
and administrative matters. It helps them maintain and 
improve regular service to their members, and it pub- 
lishes a directory for interested Ontario citizens which 
lists these and other organizations. 


The Ontario Arts Council may also help service or- 
ganizations with special projects which are not usually 
_ part of their regular programming. 


Cultural Agencies 


The Ministry of Culture and Recreation supports 
several cultural agencies which are self-governing, 
administer their own programs and appoint their own 
boards of directors. The Arts Services Branch is the 
link between government and these agencies, and 
provides them with annual operating grants.

Cultural Exchange 


The Cultural Exchange program helps Ontario’s artists 
and art groups get greater recognition outside the 
province. In special cases, the Arts Services Branch 
will financially assist individuals and groups who ex- 
hibit a high degree of excellence. In addition, the ex- 
change assists community organizations to bring artists 
and art groups to Ontario. 


A specific part of the program deals with cultural 
exchanges between Ontario and Quebec. It is co- 
ordinated by the cultural committee of the Ontario- 
Quebec Permanent Commission. 


Festival Ontario 


Festival Ontario gives communities a chance to share 
in Ontario’s cultural resources. Organizers of com- 
munity festivals and celebrations can get, free of 
charge, a wide variety of cultural exhibitions and 
events.
